is  to  be  narrow  gauge,  is  estimated  to  cost 
$£4,000  gold  per  kilometre  and  the  proposers 
ask  for  a  guarantee1  of  6  •>!,>  interest  thereon 
for  a  term  of  20  years.

Irritated  by  the  obstinate  resistance  of 
the  Boers.  Lord  Roberts  has  issued  another 
proclamation  declaring  all  regular  war  at  an 
end  and  the  Boers  as  outlaws  who  continue 
under  arms.  Lord  Roberts  lias  no  right  to 
make  any  such  declaration,  which  is  a  flagrant 
violation  of  belligeraut  rights.  The  Boers 
have  a  right  to  fight  to  the  last  extreme  if 
they  wish  to  do  so,  and  the  officer  himself  is 
an  outlaw  who  ventures  to  treat  them  other 
than  as  honorable  foes. 


It  is  claimed  that  by  an  October  election 
the  present  government  iu  Kngland  avoids 
the  casting  of  about  340, too  votes  which  will 
be  available  under  the  new  registry  which 
comes  into  effect  on  ist  January  next.  It  is 
recognized  that  the  laboring  class  is  constantly 
changing  residence,  ami  as  this  class  is  almost 
solid  against  a  conservative  government  the 
election  just  now  is  manifestly  in  favor  of  the 
present  incumbents.

The  transformation  of  the  Banco  da 
Republica   into  a    state  bank    and   the 
adoption  of  Minister  Murtinho's  pallia- 
tives  for    the  crisis    which   was  forced 
upon   us   by   the  collapse  of  that  bank, 
are  now  accomplished  facts.     Whether 
we   approve   of  them  or  not  will  make 
no  difference,   for   if.   would   seem  that 
against  the  government  there  is  neither 
will  nor  opinion.     It  now  remains  to  be 
proved  whether  the  palliatives  adopted 
will   prove  effective.       Frankly,  we  do 
not  believe  they  will.     And  yet  we  shall 
be  glad  to  have  it  pioved  by  experience 
that  we  are  wrong.     The  situation  is  an 
intolerable  one.      Importation  has  been 
largely  suspended,    many    national   in- 
dustries have  been  closed  up  and  others 
are     far     from    prosperous,    the   great 
majority   of  our   commercial  establish- 
ments are  not  paying  expenses,  failures 
are    frequent,  and    hundreds  are  with- 
drawing     from    business     even    at     a 
sacrifice   as   fast  as   circumstances  will 
permit.     The  universal  opinion  is  that 
this  city  has  never  before  experienced 
such  a  crisis      Naturally,  the  assistance 
needed  at   such  an  hour  is  to  be  found 
in   liberal   discounts  and  extensions  of 
time  to  those  whose  business  obligations 
can    not   be  promptly  met.     Instead  of 
this,    the    government  assisted  by  con- 
gress    continues     to     exact     the     last 
farthing  from  the  hard-pressed   citizen 
and  tax-payer,    from  commerce  and  in- 
dustry, while  at  the  same  time  granting 
moratorium  to  the  banks  in  liquidating 
their  obligations  and    permitting    the 
Banco  da  Kepublica  to  issue  depreciated 
bonds  in    payment   of  depositors    and 
other  creditors.     This  ts  not  giving  us 
an     easier    money    market,    it    is  not 
furnishing  wages    for    operatives,    nor 
trade  for   shopkeepers.     And  it  is  not 
affording   relief   to   those  who  stand  in 
the  most  urgent  need  of  it-     But  it  w{\\ 
j  help   the  banks,   we  admit;  and  it  wilt 
save   the   Banco  da    Republica  from  a 
disastrous  liquidation,   and    prevent   a 
lamentable  disgrace  were  the  manner 
of  its  ruin  made  public.     This   may  be 
good   policy  for  the  government,  which 
is  largely  responsible  for  the  situation, 
but   it  is  not  sound  morality.    And  in 
the  end   it  may  prove  to  have  been  a 
mistaken  policy.      However  this  may 
be,  the  bauk  is  now  under   the  control 
of   the  minister  of  finance,  and  he  will 
use  it    to    further  his    own    peculiar 
schemes.     The  whole  resources  of  the 
treasury  will  be  used  to  force  up  ex- 
change and  to  break  the  influence  of 
the   foreign   banks  operating    in    this 
country.     And  then  what  ?    Were  the 
minister    wise    enough     to    encourage 
trade  and  industry  at  the  same  time,  so 
that    the    new    situation    should   have 
adequate  natural  support,  all  might  go 
well,    but   as  his   present   policy  is  to 
crush   all  these  with  taxes  and  restric- 
tions, his  new  fabric  will  be  built  upon 
nothing   but  government  support— and 
that,   too,   of  the  government  of  which 
he  forms  a  part.     When  the  change  in 
administration  comes,  what  will  happen  ? 
The  question  is  worth  consideration.

The  Fe&eracHo  of  Maudos  says  that  the 
public  debt  of  the  state  of  Aiua/.onas,  as  now 
verified  by  accounts  in  the  treasury,  amounts 
to  more  than  I9.ooo,ooo(,  not  including  the 
io,500,ooo(  indemnity  promised  to  the  Atna- 
zonas  company,  nor  the  3,ooo,ooo(  odd  in- 
demnity promised  10  the  Banco  do  Kstado  do 
Aiua/.onas,  nor  the  obligations  incurred  under 
various  contracts  celebrated  by  corrupt  admin- 
istrations of  that  state.  Am)  this  for  a  state 
with  a  population  of  only  147,915  and  about  16 
detached  settlements.  There  is  a  story  con- 
nected with  the  government  of  the  state  of 
Amazonas  since  1889  which  sliould  make  everv 
Rrazi lian's  face  tingle  with  shame. 

IT  is  highly  amusing  to  read  in  certain 
London  and  Paris  papers,  whose  opinions  are 
not  quite  free  from  suspicion,  that  the  position 
of  the  Banco  da  Republica  under  government 
control  will  be  stronger  than  ever.  All  this, 
as  any  sane  titan  must  know,  will  depend  on 
management  and  security,  which  can  not  be 
assured  so  long  beforehand.  We  should  like 
to  feel  sure  of  tnis  renewed  vigor  and  secu- 
rity, for  it  will  help  not  a  little  toward  a  gen- 
eral recovery  in  business,  but  unlike  our 
across  seas  colleagues  we  can  not  feel  so  sure 
of  such  an  issue  before  there  is  a  reasonable 
basis  for  it.  But  it  pleases  our  transatlantic 
friends  to  assert  that  every  misfortune  is  a 
blessing,  and  that  every  lapse  is  really  a  step 
forward,  and  it  may  be  presumed  that  the 
administration  is  also  pleased  with  the  spon- 
taneous hurst  of  confidence  which  they  ex- 
hibit every  time  a  crisis  arises  in  Brazilian 
affairs.  It  is  consoling  to  hear  from  them 
that  the  President  is  loyally  complying  with 
his  engagements,  that  the  situation  in  Brazil 
is  improving,  that  the  credit  of  the  country 
is  not  impaired,  that  exchange  is  going  up. 
that  the  price  of  coffee  is  also  improving, 
that  trade  is  recovering,  that  the  revenues  are 
yielding  better  returns  because  of  more  rigid 
fiscal iza lion,  tr>t  interest  payments  on  the 
foreign  debt  will  surely  be  resumed  next  year 
— and  so  on,  ad  infinitum.  Unhappily,  how- 
j  ever,  those  who  live  in  the  country  and  who 
I  are  not  interested  in  the  adulation  of  the  gov- 
I  eminent,  could  tel£ra  very  different  story 
I  based  on  personal  "knowledge  and  personal

—  It  is  a  significant  fact  tint  we  are  almost 
never  free  from  some  description  of  infectious 
disease.  Tile  bubonic  pest  is  disappearing, 
and  now  small-pox  is  forcing  itself  into  pro- 
minence. Liter  on  yellow  fever  will  in  all 
probability  break  out.  and  then  il!  due  time 
we  may  expect  bubonic  pest  to  return,  for  the 
doctors  claim  tint  it  will  return  a  second  time 
twelve  months  after  the  first  outbreak. 

Senator  Antonio  Ar.eredo,  who    lias  been 

working  for  theimproeeuteut  of  the  electoral 
svstetn  of  this  country,  stated  in  the  semte 
o'uThursd iv  the  he  his  abandoned  all  hope. 
He  sarcastically  suggested  that  congress  in 
order  to  legilise  accomplished  ficts  should 
enact  the  following  law:— The  President  of 
the  republic  is  empowered  to  appaiut  such 
persons  as  please  bis  fancy  to  be  senators  and 
deputies,  and  all  provisions  to  the  contrary- 
are  hereby  repealed. ■> 


—  As  the  law  provides,  the  Vice-Presldeu], 
Dr  Rosa  e  Silva.  will  assume  the  reins  of  gov- 
ernment during  the  absence  of  President  Cam- 
pos Salles.  The  officious  journals  have  been 
tellin"  11s  lately  that  the  greatest  harmony 
prevails  between  .the  two.  Not  long  ago  these 
some  journals  were  hinting  that  someone  else 
would  act  as  president. 

—  It  is  a  curious  circumstance  that  while 
the  appearance  of  a  few  cases  of  alleged  bubo- 
nic pest  were  enough  to  create  an  extraor- 
dinary sanitarv  staff  and  exceptional  measures 
of  precaution, 'small-pox  is  permitted  to  spread 
almost  without  remark,  and  with  but  little 
attention  from  the  sanitary  inspectors.  On 
the  other  side  of  the  bay  this  repugnant  dis- 
ease has  spread  all  over  Xictheroy  before 
precautions  were  taken,  and  now  it  is  spread- 
ing over  this  city. 

-It  is  again  worthy  of  remark- the  con- 
trast in  the  treatment  of  Councillor  Andrade 
h'igueira  and  Deputy  Irineu  Machado.  The 
first  is  accused  of  treasonable  conspiracy,  oil 
evidence  not  free  from  suspicion.  He_  is 
not  brought  to  trial  and  has  been  kept  im- 
prisoned for  many  months.  The  second  mur- 
dered his  wife's  aunt  and  tried  to  murder  Ins 
wife  He  was  imprisoned  only  a  few  days, 
and  an  exception  was  made  ill  his  favor  to 
permit  a  spee.lv  trial  to  save  him  from  the 
hardship  of  a  long  imprisonment.  And  then 
he  was  acquitted. 

—  Having  succeeded  in  obtaining  possession 
of  the  Banco  da  Republici.  the  governmiilt  is 
now  credited  with  harboring  designs  on  the 
municipal  affairs  of  ibis  city.  These  affairs 
are  certainly  grossly  mismanaged  at  present, 
hut  we  do  not.  see  that  anything  is  to  be  gained 
by  transferring  them  to  the  general  govern- 
ment which  has  not  displayed  the  slightest 
capacity  even  for  the  1u10ageu1e.il  of  the 
affairsthatproperly  appertain  to  it.

Arcadia,  near  Pretoria,  after  having  been  for 
a  lime  located  at  the  race-course. 

—  There  have  bee.,  several  murders  and 
homicidal  attempts  in  this  city  during  the 
last  fortnight,  and  some  of  them  of  so  cold- 
blooded a  description  that  one  is  compelled 
to  ask  if  China  is  really  any  worse  than  these 
representatives  of  Western  civilization.  A 
policeman  getsiutoan  altercation  with  a  man 
durim'the  night  and  kills  him,  some  loafers 
at  a  cafe  quarrel  and  one  of  them  is  stabbed 
and  the  suspected  murderer  demonstrates  lm 
innocence  bv  showing  ilis  razor  still  bright 
and  clean,  and  two  soldiers  fell  out  and  fought 
like  savages  with  club  and  knife  until  both 
fell  in  the  street  completely  exhausted.  These 
are  only  samples  of  what  Ins  occurred,  and 
show  how  christian  and  civilized  we  are. 

—  For  the  second  half  of  September  Dr. 
Sampaio  Viaima,  of  ihe  public  health  depart- 
ment reports  the  total  number  of  deaths  ill 
this  city  to  have  been  505  ;  of  which  113  from 
pulmonary  consumption,  33  from  small-pox, 
-l  from  malaria,  6  from  bubonic  pest,  5  from 
l>eri-beii.  5  from  typhoid  fever,  3  from  measles, 
1  from  v'ellow  fever,  and  2  from  influenza. 
Or  Sampaio  Vianna  calls  attention  to  the 
increase  in  small-pox  and  urges  the  public  to 
take  greater  precautions  against  tile  spread  ot 
the  disease.  The  births  during  the  same 
period  .lumbered  539,  and  the  marriages  Sz. 
The  maximum  temperature  on  Castle  lull  was 
jSn'c  (84°  Pahr.)  and  the  minimum  16.90C. 
(62.4"  l-'uhr  I,  the  average  being  20.650C. 
169.17"  Pahr.). 

—  Ex-Prefect  Coelho  Rodrigues  has  pub- 
lished a  letter  making  interesting  disclosures. 
Not  only  wis  he  expected,  lie  says,  to  govern 
in  lurmony  with  the  President,  the  senate  and 
the  municipal  council,  but  even  cabinet  min- 
isters their  subordinates  and  proteges  seemed 
to  think  tint  thev  hid  a  right  to  dictate  to 
him  Miininlio  was  ill  the  habit  of  recotn- 
inendiu"  women  to  the  prefect  :  but  at  last  the 
latter  lost  patience  and  s  ,id:-'Please  recom- 
mend men  hereifter.  1  ant  unable  to  cope 
with  representatives  of  the  fair  sex,  who 
imagine  tint  a  man  in  office  has  unlimited 
power  and  cm  do  whatever  he  pleases...  He 
attributes  the  acceptance  of  his  resignation  to 
the  annoyance  caused  by  his  refusil  to  con- 
i  sent  to  two  proposed  municipal  foreign  loins, 
to  the  amount  of  tS, 000,000.  which  would 
have  burdened  the  municipal  treasury  with 
three  or  four  times  the  amount  of  interest 
which  it  Ins  to  pay  at  present.

—The  revised  statutes  of  the  Banco  da 
Republica  were  formally  approved  by  the 
government  on  the  roth  inst. 

—On  Saturday  last  the  contract  was  signed 
by  the  government  and  Banco  da  Republica 
by  which  the  latter  passes  under  official 
control. 

— It  was  announced  on  the  Tolh  inst.  that 
the  hOUiod,  «Brilhaute»  and  i<Liberdade»  match 
factories,located  in  Nicheroy,have been  closed, 
It  was  a  case  of  overtaxation. 

—On  the  1 1  tli  inst.  the  government  signed 
exequaturs  for  the  newly  appointed  British 
consul  general  at  this  poit,  Mr.  Ernest 
Nicolini,  and  consul  at  Bahia,  Mr.  Arthur 
Medhurst. 

—A  heavy  storm  at  Buenos  Aires  011  the 
the  1 2th  completely  interrupted  telegraphic 
communications  for  a  time,  and  one  of  our 
colleagues  "special  service"  from  Europe  was 
greatly  curtailed  thereby. 

—The  Banco  Norte-Brazil  and  Banco  do 
Pars',  which  recently  suspended  cash  pay- 
ments, held  meetings  of  their  shareholders  on 
the  1 1  tli  inst.

—Iu  S.  Paulo  the  firm  of  Manoel  Lopes  tie

F.  Muller  &  Co.  and  Caetauo  Figueiredo 
have. been  appointed  receivers. 

—  A  telegram  of  the  9th  inst.  states  that  the 
governor  of  Parii  has  dismissed  the  commander 
of  the  police  brigade,  The  cause  of  the  dis- 
missal is  said  to  be  disrespectful  conduct 
towards  the  governor.  Other  officers  are  said 
to  have  been  also  dismissed. 

—The  President  has  applied  to  congress  for 
supplementary  credits  of  i,6i5,053$9°4  '»  cur- 
rency and  28,574^434  i»  gold  for  Hie  payment 
of  various  accounts  iu  exercidos  findos.

—  It  is  said  that,  in  view  of  the  result  ob- 
tained by  the  experiment  iu  progress  at  the 
barracks  of  the  10th  battalion,  the  minister  of 
war  lias  decided  to  illuminate  all  the  military 
barracks  in  the  city  with  acetylene  gas.  Quite 
right.  Coal  gas  is  both  poor  and  dear,  and  the 
government  is  setting  a  good  example  iu  using 
something  else. 

— By  a  decree  of  the  9th  inst.  the  state  gov- 
ernment of  Bahia  has  authorized  the  emission 
of  1,000,000$  in  state  treasury  bills  at  an 
interest  rate  not  exceeding  9  per  cent,  A 
telegram  of  the  12th  says  the  secretary  of  the 
state  treasury  has  already  borrowed  under  this 
authorisation  the  sum  of  100,000$  at  9  per 
cent. 

—  The  President  has  asked  congress  for  a 
credit  of  72,76r$947  to  reinforce  the  appro- 
priation granted  to  the  mint,  which  is  now 
required  for  the  purchase  of  paper,  etc.,  for  the 
manufacture  of  postage  and  revenue  stamps. 
The  enormous  increase  in  the  use  of  stamps 
has  completely  dwarfed  the  liberal  appro- 
priation for  their  manufacture  during  the  cur- 
rent year. 

—  At  a  meeting  of  shareholders  of  the  Coui- 
panhia  Central  do  Brazil  on  the  3rd  inst.  the 
hoard  of  directors  stated  that,  unable  to  obtain 
money  on  first-class  paper,  which  it  held  to 
the  amount  of  2,662,3261660,  it  had  been 
forced  to  suspend  payments.  A  committee  of 
three  shareholders  wis  appointed  to  examine 
tW  accounts  of  the  company  and  propose 
■  to  the  creditors. 


—We  regret  to  hear  that  Mr.  S.  F.  Massey, 
for  some  time  manager  of  Messrs.  Norton 
Megaw  &  Co,,  Ld.,  of  this  city,  is  not  return- 
ing to  Brazil  again.  He  left  for  England  only 
a  short  lime  ago  for  the  benefit  of  his  health. 

—  It  is  stated  by  various  journals  that  Srs. 
Otto  Petersen  and  Custodio  de  Almeida  Ma- 
galhaes  will  he  appointed  directors  of  the 
Banco  da  Republica.  Questions  on  which 
they  can  not  agree  are  to  be  referred  to  the 
minister  of  finance.  * 

—At  a  recent  meeting  of  members  of  the 
Institute  de  Advogados  Dr.  Carvalho  MouraO 
asked  for  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to 
report  on  the  legality  of  certain  provisions  of 
some  of  the  tax  regulations  issued  by  the  gov- 
ernment. Among  the  provisions  on  which 
the  committee  is  expected  to  report  is  that 
which  invalidates  documents  that  are  un- 
stamped or  insufficiently  stamped. 

—As  might  have  been  expected  in  a  period 
of  financial  and  commercial  depression  like 
the  present,  the  opera  season  has  been  ruinous 
for  the  impresario.  His  expenses  amounted 
to  360,513$  and  his  receipts  to  only  304,537$. 
The  business  collapsed,  and  it  was  necessary 
ti  resort  to  special  benefits  for  obtaining 
money  to  pay  the  passage  of  the  singers  to 
Europe, 

—It  would  be  interesting  to  know  what 
became  of  all  the  money  withdrawn  from  the 
banks  during  the  month  of  September,  Tt 
was  not  burned,  and  but  a  small  part  of  it 
passed  into  the  treasury  iu  the  shape  oi 
duties  and  taxes.  And  yet  nearly  every  bank 
lost  cash— the  aggregate  of  winch  mounted 
into  thousands  of  coutos  !  Whut  then  became 
of  it?  Having  lost  confidence  iu  the  banks, 
have  business  houses  become  their  own  ban- 
kers ? 

— Sao  Paulo  business  men  had  a  meeting  on 
the  ioth  at  the  rooms  of  the  Associacao  Com- 
mercial to  initiate  measures  for  obtaining  a 
further  extension  of  time  before  merchants 
and  others  are  obliged  to  stamp  receipts,  etc. 
This  isa  very  curious  agitation.  The  Jaw  has 
been  in  force  for  many  years,  and  no  Lime  to 
make  it  known  is  really  required.  But  Sao 
Paulo  wants  time  lo  make  the  regulation 
known  before  fines  can  be  imposed.  Should 
the  concession  be  made,  then  all  fines  im- 
posed elsewhere  should  be  returned. 

— The  government  has  decided  to  postpone 
to  the  31st  inst.  the  collection  nf  the  second 
instalment  of  the  consumption  tax  on  stocks  of 
merchandise.  This  is  an  excellent  measure, 
and  it  should  be  at  once  followed  by  the  grant 
of  a  similar  respite  to  taxpayers  of  other  classes. 
Another  good  measure  is  the  proposed  bill  for 
a  special  appropriation  to  enable  the  govern- 
ment to  pay  arrears  of  indebtedness,'  Such 
measures  will  be  of  real  benefit  to  the  business 
community  and  they  have  not  the  objection- 
able features  of  the  immoral  gambling  schemes 
which  congress  at  the  instance  of  the  govern- 
ment has  recently  voted  under  the  pretext  of 
protecting  commercial  interests. 

— Some  time  ago  a  business  house  imported 
merchandise  011  which  it  paid  duty  at  the  rate 
of  120  reis  per  kilo.  But  customs  officials 
have  a  keen  scent  for  opportunities  for  fines, 
of  whose  product  they  get  a  share,  According- 
ly they  objected  to  the  classification  of  this 
merchandise  and  demanded  that  the  firm 
should  pay  duty  at  the  rate  of  4$  per  kilo  and 
a  fine  8,400$.  The  case  was  carried  to  the 
tariff  committee,  which  decided  that  duty 
should  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  2$4oo  per  kilo, 
and  subsequently  to  the  arbitration  committee 
which  decided  that  the  proper  rate  per  kilo  is, 
only  So  reis.  The  question  now  goes  to  the 
minister  of  finance.  Iu  the  meanwhile  the 
firm  is  not  permitted  to  withdraw  the  mer- 
chandise from  the  custom-house. 

— Discussing  the  crisis  in  Brazil  and  the 
collapse  of  the  Banco  da  Republica,  the  Statist 
of  September  22  says:— ((Probably  his  [the 
President's]  wisest  course  would  be  to  let  the 
institution  go.  Unless  it  is  grossly  maligned, 
it  is  too  much  under  the  influence  of  pol- 
iticians, and  is  too  ready  to  lend  its  credit  to 
and  to  support  unduly  influential  political 
people.  The  bank  has  needed  help  iu  one 
way  or  another  over  and  over  again  from  the 
government,  and  it  would  not  be  an  unmixed 
evil  if  it  were  to  disappear  altogether.  No 
doubt  the  failure  of  an  institution  so  closely 
connected  with  the  government  for  so  long  a 
time  would  bring  down  IU  my  other  banks  and 
trading  firms,  and  would  make  the  crisis  ex- 
tremely acute  for  the  time  being.  But  it 
would  completely  clear  the  air.» 

— The  minister  of  foreign  affairs  stated  in 
his  last  report  that  the  United  States  govern- 
ment had  suggested  that  the  Brazilian  minister 
at  Washington  should  be  instructed  to  proceed 
with  negotiations  for  a  reciprocity  agreement 
and  that  the  United  States  legation  in  Rio  de 
Janeiro  had  made  a  proposal  on  the  subject. 
But  the  Gazeta  de  Noticias,  which  at  present 
seems  to  be  the  mouthpiece  of  the  Brazilian 
foreign  office,  asserts  in  its  issue  of  last  Thurs- 
day that  the  opening  of  negotiations  is  almost 
certain  and  that  President  Campos  Stiles  and 
his  ministers  of  foreign  affairs  and  fiuauce 
had  two  days  before  examined  the  principal 
points  of  a  proposal  that  the  United  States 
government  intends  to  make.  It  was  decided, 
adds  the  Gazeta,  that  a  commercial  treaty 
with  the  United  Stales  will  be  advantageous 
to  the  interests  of  Brazil  and  that  the  discussion 
of  the  respective  clauses  shall  commence  after 
the  return  of  President  Campos  Silles  from 
Buenos  Aires. 


Financial  Notes 


Commercial 


-  — Apparently  many  persons  residing  in 
Portugal  have  lost  heavily  iu  the  present 
bank  crisis, 

—The  effect  of  the  official  measures  adopted 
iu  the  present  crisis  is  to  take  money  out  of 
the  pockets  of  the  many  and  to  put  it  into 
those  of  the  few. 

—Although  the  Loudon  and  River  Plate 
Bank  has  the  largest  cash  balance  of  any 
bank  iu  this  city,  its  management  has  raised 
its  interest  rate  on  12  months  deposits  to 
5  per  cent. 

—The  president  has  asked  congress  for  a 
deficiency  appropriation  of  l, 615,0531904  for 
the  payment  of  arrears  of  indebtedness  and 
one  of  400,000$  for  the  collection  of  consump- 
tion taxes. 

—The  President  has  asked  congress  for  a 
special  credit  of  io,ooo$  for  cleaning  and  pro- 
tecting the  Mangue  canal,  and  also  to  author- 
ize the  federal  government  to  assume  control 
of  this  canal. 

— On  the  nth  the  municipal  prefect  should 
have  paid  Messrs.  Theo  Wille  &  Co.  ,  of  this 
city,  the  sum  of  £30,000  on  account  of  a  loan 
of  £80,000  contracted  by  the  last,  prefect,  Dr. 
Coelho  Rodrigues. 

—Tip  to  the  9th  inst.  21  special  and  defi- 
ciency appropriations, whose  aggregate  amount 
is  i2,373,oo7$89S,  had  reached  the  senate 
from  the  chamber  of  deputies.  Others  are 
still  pending  in  the  chamber. 

— Yesterday  the  President  applied  to  con- 
gress for  a  special  credit  of  497,778$o:»  gold 
and  35o,ooo$ooo  currency  to  cover  the  last 
payments  due  to  the  Forges  et  Cluutiers  de  la 
Mediterran^e  company  for  the  construction  of 
the  ironclad  «Floriauo*i) 

—The  PMt  of  last  Wednesday  says  that  hol- 
ders of  bonds  of  1 863  have  not  yet  received  the 
half-yearly  interest  that  became  due  on  the 
30th  tilt.  Hive  they  received  interest  for  the 
previous  half-years  or  has  this  interest  been 
converted  into  funding  bonds  ? 

— The  large  withdrawal  of  cash  deposits 
from  the  banks,  with  the  exception  of  the 
London  and  Brazilian  whose  conservative 
altitude  has  inspired  general  confidence.would 
seem  to  prove  the  assertion  that  business  men 
are  keeping  their  cash  balances  iu  their  own 
safes. 

— One  of  the  effects  of  the  present  bank 
crisis  will  be  to  lead  people  to  send  their 
money  out  of  the  country  without  wailing  for 
an  improvement  iu  exchange.  It  is  better, 
they  think,  to  lose  something  by  unfavorable 
exchange  than  to  lose  all  by  unsafe  invest- 
ment, 

— Some  of  the  Portuguese  journals  say  that 
the  present  bank  crisis  came  very  suddenly. 
Those  journals  are  mistaken.  For  a  long 
time  there  have  been  signs  of  this  and  other 
disasters,  and  the  crisis  has  surprised  none  but 
those  who  have  failed  to  keep  informed  in 
regard  to  the  real  state  of  the  country. 

— A  characteristic  feature  of  the  present 
crisis  is  the  almost  absolute  lack  of  effort  of 
banks  to  realise  011  their  assets.  After  ex- 
hausting their  cash  balances  they  abandoned 
the  attempt  to  meet  their  obligations.  The 
directors  doubtless  perceived  that,  drained  as 
the  country  now  is  by  burdensome  taxation  of 
its  available  resources,  they  could  realise  on 
assets  only  011  ruinous  terms.

—The  Gazeta  de  Sfoticias at  the  nth  inst. 
hears  that  a  large  syndicate  is  being  organized, 
with  foreign  capital,  to  acquire  the  assets  of 
the  Banco  da  Republica.  To  a  limited  extent 
tlrs  may  be  true,  but  foreigners  will  hesitate 
to  take  over  much  of  the  rubbish  accumulated 
by  that  bank.  The  Lloyd  Brazileiro  is  a  good 
asset,  but  foreign  buyers  will  need  to  look 
into  navigation  restrictions  bjfcKe  investing 
their  money. 

— Ou  the  8H1  inst.  the  chamber  of  deputies 
finished  tinkering  011  the  general  revenue  bill, 
which  was  sent  to  the  senate.  This  bill  shows 
that  the  present  tremendous  lesson  which  the 
country  is  receiving  has  entirely  failed  to 
impress  the  chamber.  Unless  the  senate 
strikes  out  the  objectionable  features  of  the  bill, 
new  burdens,  in  spite  of  the  President's  pledge, 
are  to  be  imposed  on  an  overtaxed  and  im- 
poverished people,  trade  is  to  be  fettered  with 
new  restrictions  and  new  nurseries  of  office- 
holders are  to  lie  established. 

—The  Jorual  do  BtfXSit  stated  some  days 
ago  that  holders  of  186S  apolices  had  been 
unable  to  obtain  the  interest  due  011  them  for 
the  last  quarter.  They  had  gone  from  the 
Banco  da  Republica  to  the  federal  treasury. 
but  without  avail.  The  minister  had  forced 
the  holders  of  these  apolices  to  accept  the 
funding  loan  arrangement,  but  for  the  last 
quarter  even  this  recourse  wjs  denied  them 
Those  who  are  expecting  foreign  capital  to 
help  the  government  oat  of  its  troubles  should 
bear  in  mind  that  these  defaults  do  not  tend 
to  inspire  confidence."
